WASHINGTON - The federal gov- 
ernment will help farmers In Idaho

' U.S. Secretary of Agriculture John 
Block promised Thursday to field a 
estimated $10 million campaign to 
help prevent a plague of the Insects 
during late spring and early summer. 

“Today we’re announcing a pro- 
. .gram. of_spraylng to_conlrol:gra.ss- 
hoppers on as many as 9 million 
acres, but probably we will Ik able to 
limit it to 5 million where the problem 
Is really serious," he said. 

He also said the government will 
bear the entire cost of spraying insec- 
ticide on publicly owned land, while 
contributing half of the cost for 
state-owned land and one-third the 
cost for private lands. 

.Only $1 million originally was set 
aside to slop any infestations of 
grasshoppers in the West. But 
Western legislators haye been 
pressuring Block sinceTanuary to 
prepare for an anticipated recurrence 
of the grasshoppers.

Farm budget given 
unexpeeted boost 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Seeking to 
round up farm-state support for Its 
budget-cutting efforts, the Reagan 
administration has offered to Institute 
a new agricultural export subsidy and 
10 resiore about $ri~bTlhon to the 
farm budget over the next three 
years. Senate sources said Thursday. 

Under the export plan, the United 
Slates would give away government- 
owned grain or other commodities a.s 
bonuses to exporters or to 'foreign 
purchasers of American farm goods. 
The program, similar to one ten- 
"tattvcly approved" by~a“IIODse sab- ■■ 
committee Wedne.sday. would Ik 
designed to help restore U.S. farm 
exports to levels of several years ago, 
before the strong dollar and higli 
price supports made American goods

The offers were'made Wednesday 
~5hd Thursday In jfforts lo’ Increase 
support for a new budget blueprint 
among farm-state Rcpnbllcans and to 
woo conservative Democrats, said 
the sources, who spoke only on condi- 
tion they not l>e Identified. 

Sen. Edward Zorinsky of Nebraska, 


the ranking Democrat on the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, said he was 
“leaning very heavily" toward voting 
for the new plan being worked out by 
Senate Majority leader UolKrt Dole, 
K-Eah". in part because of llie“ 
restored money for farming. 

The administration also agreed to

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) - 
More than 35,000 famine victims were 
reported flooding back to a feeding 
camp that expcjlcd them last week,

. or nutritionists at.Ibnct, 250 miles 
north of Addis Ababa, where World 
Vision, the Iri.sh charity Concern, and 
llic Etliioplan Orttiodox church 
helped fml Hie drougtil victims. 

There is no shortage of food at Ibnet 
but basic camp facilities are lacking, 
he stressed. Atkins rctiimed to Addis . 


Ababa on Thursday from a trip lo tlie 
camp and said, "We are not prepared 
to deal with what is happening." 

Atkins said 35,118 had trekked hack 
to Ibnet by dusk Wednesday, . 

Tticrc is a healtli hazard because of 
Insufficient sanitation and because 
most of those returning are sleeping 
in the open, he said.

--Not a single foot of film was shot, 
hut they did get close: Studio execu- 
tives raved about the script; Crew 
members, some of whom had worked 
on the original, raved about the s ets.
